WARM WBATBER GENERAL 
Warm weather''was general all over 
the Pacific Coast and east to Manitoba, 
according to P. Napier Denison, super¬ 
intendent ef Oonxaies Meteorological 
Observatory. Sigh winds swept Cen¬ 
tral Washington with a sandstorm and 
to the south in the Sacramento valley 
ef California the mercury rose to 
ninety-six degrees. The whole of the 
Rritlah Columbia wea affected by hot 
and dry oooditlons. 

Por a prolonged period the wind here 
reached its greatest Intensity of thirty- 
eight miles an hour b etwe en 11 and 
12 o'clock yesterday evening, although 
blowing at forty-five miles an hour 
for a short time earlier in tbs evening.

Viewed from this standpoint, there¬ 
fore, it appears that the government is unable to en¬ 
force the law. and that a large section of the public 
openly regard it at having no sanctity. “We are 
drifting in this matter," says Mr. A. G. Gardner, 
one time editor of The London Daily News, "into 
the position of the United States on the subject of 
prohibition," and "not the least of the evils in the 
American situation it the discredit which the open 
repudiation of prohibition brings upon the authority 
and prestige of the law at a whole." Unless that 
evil it to be experienced in Great Britan, Mr. Gardi¬ 
ner concludes, measures must be taken promptly to 
prevent its development.

sound tconomiels will be given a chance to 
prevail at the next Imperial Economic Conference, 
that a policy of easier mutual trade exchange through¬ 
out the world will be striven for. is a timely reminder 
to those who still are blind to the fundamental truth 
that no nation can live unto itself and prosper. The 
first imperial gathering in London last fall produced 
no practical results m regard tb empire trade.because 
the discusnons began in the wrong atmosphere. No 
"considerable step forward in reciprocal trade agree¬ 
ments” was possible after Mr. Bennett announced 
terms which he did not propose to change to suit any¬ 
body. He closed the door to compromise. 

It is evidently quite clenr to the president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company—and his com¬ 
pany has felt the effect of the country's $600,000.- 
000 drop in external trade in the Iasi twelve months— 
that if Canada is to gam entrance to the markets of 
the world, to sell more of her products in those 
markets, she must be prepared to buy more of the 
goods which those markets have available for ex¬ 
port. In other words, she will find it more to her 
advantage to bargain on the principle of the sound 
economics of which Mr. Beatty speaks than to try 
to wrest advantages from other countries on the princi¬ 
ple of ultimatums.

The Prime 
Minister should be able to tee now what effect his 
frantic tariff boost of last September has had upon 
tha country's trad* and revenue. Both have been 
seriously declining from month to month. But he 
fired the old tariff board at once and ignored the 
wealth of detail in its possession.
